Advices liy Empress of Cliiiia coiUai:! 
an interview with an eyewitness of 
cventis whidi have inude I'eliin tlie ecu- 
tn.' of HO liorrilile uii interest, liy tile edi- 
tor of the N. C. Daily Newt, lie said: 
• At the beginning of tlie Boxer troubles 
in file vleinlty of Pekin nil the ofllcials, 
lii),'li and low, in the capita! resolved 
tlieiiiselves into two parties, very ili.s- 
tinctly uiarlied. One was the Chinese 
party, comiHisetl entirely of men of Chi- 
nese descent wlio ■were opposed lo tile 
}lo.\ers' crusade against foreigners as a 
wlinlc, anil who tioiiglit to advise tlie ICni- 
presK Dowager to suppress or dispeitic 
the Bo.\ors; and the otUer, the Maucbii 
party, who were unnnimously, with the 
exception of Prince Ching and No T'ling, 
!i newly appointed minister of the Tsung 
Li Vainon, in favor of war to the knife 
against all foreigners, and who therefore 
stoutly supported the Boxers, and clam- 
or for their beintc regularly orgauii^eil 
and ariiieil as goveruiiieiit auxiliary 
troops lo light tile foreign trooixs. Tlie 
leaders o( the Chiuet-e party are tlie us- 
sifttant grand secretary, Wang Wen- 
ehuu; Ubu Ching-chieng, viee-pretjident ot 
tbe board of civil appointiuenls, ex-miii 
ister to UuiiBiii, president of the Chincsi 
Muuchuriul ruHwtiys, etc:; llsu Yung-yi, 
u presiduDt of tlie bourd of rites,, and tiev- 
erul othersi While of the iluuchu party, 
the leaders ore the iufamouu and no- 
torious Prince Tuun, Prince Chuang, 
Yung Lu, Kiang Yi, Ch'i Hsiu, etc. Uu. 
fortunately, the Mauchu party held the 
military power in its hauda in the per- 
sons )r I'rince Tiiuii, couiiuanding the 
I'ekin lield force and tlie lluseug corps 
(ill; MancliUHj, and Yung Ia\, the general- 
issimo of the Wuwei urniy, (Jrand Army 
of the North— Tung Fu-lisiaiig, Sung 
Cliiiit;, Nieii Sze-ch'eug, etc., being under 
his eimimaiul. Under these circunistanecH 
the power of tlie Chinese party was ac- 
tually nil, and they euulu only once iu a 
while iiursuade the EinprLi-sS IJowager lo 
issue a decree or two ordering the sup- 
piession uf tile Boxers, or ceniiuring 
them for their iiiitdeedts; but this was 
only when the areli-conspirator Kang-Y'i 
happened to be away from I'ekin. 
lleiKe we have an exiiliimUion ot the 
cuiiuus )iln'nomeiioii of one day there 
a Plica ring a decree ordering the suppres- 
sion of the Uoxerw, and on the next day, 
of another one, exactly opposed to its 
predecessor, praising up tlie Boxers, call- 
ing them "patriots," and ordering eom- 
IK-usution to be paid them for their 
bravery and loyalty." 

At the beginning of the outbreaks out- 
side Pekin, when the Boxers were en- 
gaged iu slaying uud pillaging native 
converts and ecttiog fire to their church- 
es and homes, tbe Boxers did not dare 
to venture to appear openly inside the city 
walls, especially as at u council iit Kho 
jiark, held ou the tJth of June, before the 
Empress Dowager, the Chinese party 
had by strong arguments persuaded h(?r 
to appoint two of their number to be 
higli comiiiiseioners, and iu her name go 
to the Boxer encampments at Liaiig- 
tihiang and Choehou (two district cities 
a few miles from Pekin) and disperse 
the outlaws. Should this order be op- 
IKXied, the Boxers were to be suppressed 
by force by Gen. Nieh'e trooits outside 
I'dcin. The JIanchou party at this par- 
ticular council happened to be iu the 
minority, and so the two Chinese got ap- 
])oinled and started at once, i.e., ou the 
morning of the (5th of .Tune, on their mis- 
sion. Kuiig Y'i, however, heard of this, 
am! fearing that these two members of 
tbe Chinese party might possibly spoil 
all his cherished [ihiiis of iimssacring all 
the foreigners within Pekin, he jiersuaded 
the Kmiiress Dowager lo allow liini to go 
after the two Chinese coiiiiiiissiniieis, as 
he "was afraid that Chao Shu-ch'iao, the 
lii'iui eummifisioncr, would not be capable 
of doiiiK w'hat waa "required," Hence 
Kung Yi left Pekin on nis own mission 
that same afternoon, which was to tt>ll 
the Boxers to go on and continue their 
work, as they had the approval of the 
E m press . Dowager. 

In the lucunwbile the Kausu trooiis un- 
der Tung Pu-hsinnK hud hitherto been 
quartered about 40 li south of Pekin. On 
the "til of .luiie the lOmpress Dowager 
had font a si'iret ilecrei? to Gen. Tung, 
eoniinanding him to bring his iToops 
into I'ekin. In other word.s, Kung Yi 
had met Tung Fu-hsiang outside of Pe- 
kin by that time. On the 0th of .June 
the advanced guards of Gen. Tung Fu- 
hsiang appeared inside the city, and be- 
gan selecting <iuarters for their geuer- 
iil and his forces. On the same day the 
Kansu troops streamed into the strcetrt 
of I'ekin, in great numbers. Then also 
Boxers were seen to be invading Pekin, in 
their thousands and tens of thousands, 
so that by the next day armed and uni- 
formed Boxers with long swords in their 
hand.s stalked openly uliout the streets. 

l!ef<ire this the ordinary Chinese iioini- 
lation ot the city all thought that the 
lOiiiiiress Dowager would surely sujipress 
the Boxers working their savagery out- 
si(l(! of Pekin, and were surprised and al- 
most pniiic-stricken when they saw arm- 
ed Boxers and outside troopseiitering and 
filling the streets of the capital instead. 
Th,> Boxers now op<'nly sjioke out what 
their mission iu Pekin was to be, which 
wiw. to exterminate all' foreigners in the 
capitai first, and then drive those on the 
scacpnst , and ' forts into the sea. The 
Boxt-rfi.^l06t no time in showing that thej 
were ; In Earnest, nwd that they were the 
masters of the situation,' for on June 10 
they entered Pekin en masse, while a 
numher ot^them were at the Yungting- 
fiate of the city, telling tbe gaping crowd 



around them -wliat they -were going to do 
to ihp toreigners. An officer, Gen.- Yao, 
attempted to stop the braggadocio of the 

and robes, was riding past (having come 
from Sliansi tor an imperial audience), 
attenipled to stop the bniggadooio of hte 
Boxers, and cried out to the populace: 
'■'Don't believe these people. Don't be 
rash. China and all the foreign powers 
aro lit peace. Such deeds must never 
be." For reply the Boxers pulled the 
unfortunate general off his horse, Boine 
sniasliiiig his otllcial hat, others tearing 
his robes to pieces, and others again 
striking him with their sword hilts and 
clubs. Iniuiediately afterwards they 
dragged tlieir victim, already more dead 
than alive, to a neigliboring "Pan," or 
altar, of the Boxers' patron saint, "to 
work the oracle" and ask wh;it to do with 
the blasphemer. "Death," replied the 
oracle, and a iiiiiiutc afterwards, the un- 
fortunate general was a headless eorjise. 
Of the thiiusiuids of horror-stricken by- 
standers around, only one niaii, a niil- 
it.iiy ollleer named Li, belonging to a Chi- 
nese regiment of the permanent garrison 
of I'ekin, attempted to save Gen. Y'ao's 
life by trying, to intercede in his favor. 
But the Boxers tried to get hold of him 
also, and be only saved bis own lifo by 
the swiftness of the horse he rode. This 
was the first act of bloodshed in Pi'kin 
by the Boxers. 

'J'he next day, 11th June, occurred the 
murder of the Japanese chancellor, Sugi- 
yama, by the Boxers' brothers — Tung 
i'M-hsinng's Kanstt troops. Their olIlcerH 
ordered the Japanese chnnccllor'a head to 
be struck off as a sacrifice to their war 
banner, iiud stuck near the gate, "for 
trying to break out of Pekin." Sngi- 
yania was the first foreigner murdered 
inside Pekin. 

Tlie great mass of the population of 
Pekiu were greatly alarmed at these 
blood-thirsty proceedings, and all were 
expecting that the Empress Dowuger 
would show some disapproval of the mur- 
(ii-r of the .TapaiK'se chancellor, belonging 
to a friendly state, and the member of 
an embassy; but the .Mancliu.s, one and 
all, were jubilant ovei the nuir<ler. Fin 
ally the ollicial seal of approval from the 
highest quarter for this dastardly mur 
der was luade by Prince Tuaii, who 
when 111? met (ieii. Tung Fu-hsiang the 
next iiioriiing, shipped the latter on th 
liack, and raising liis right thumb called 
out, "IJao"— "Good"! (The raising of the 
Ihunib denotes that the person addressed 
is a "lirst-i-lass hero.") 

On the l:ith of .luiie those of the Chi- 
nese party belonging to the Tsung Li 
Ynnien and grand council went to the 
lOinpresK Dowager and urged hard that 
she ought to show some sort of disap- 
proval of the murder of Sugiyama, even 
to the extent of punishing some of the 
perpetrators according to law. Tlip Em- 
press Dowager, bucked by the llanchu 
party, was obiiiirate at ilirst, and her 
Chinese advisers were unsuccessful; but 
after a while she issued a decree saying 
that she was "grieved" at hearing of 
the murder, and thought the dead to 
li«vo been the work of "local outlaws'," 
— when thousands witnessed it and could 
prove the contrary. All' Pekin now felt 
that some sort of calamity was approncb- 
iiic the city, and many families' moved 
out and sought refuge south, west, north 
and northwest— everywlipre, in fact, but 
in the doomed city. 

It wa.s on June 13 that the Boxers 
first attacked the legations. nie 
foreign troops replied with a couph; of 
volleys, stretching eight ot them dead in 
iho streets and wounding many others, 
whereupon tbe rest of the Boxers 
rapidly retreated from Legation street. 
They then came on a mission compound 
east of the legations, which hml been 
vacated liy the foreign missionaries by 
tliiit time, but was still occupied by 
some 200 converts and their wonu?u and 
cliiidreu. The Boxers surrounded and 
set fire to the compound, so tliat betwwn 
swiu'd and lianie the whole- of these un- 
fortunnte eonverls were either ruthlessly 
sinin or burned to cinders. That night 
the Boxers also nttiu-ked a foreign 
house in the I^amplight or "Night 
Bazaar," where also sto'iid the house of 
.Sir Hobert Hart. Thes(> were also de- 
stroyed, while ^he conflagration spread 
la other houses, lasting f;ir into the next 
d a y . 

.luuo 1-1 — The Boxers had by this time 
increased to such an extent that the 
whole of tliG, EaBtern_ City was filled 
with these rufliaiis. They made such an 
uproar, crying "Slay tlie foreigners," 
that no one in the city could sleep a 
wink that night. 'J'he streets were 
filled with armed Boxers, who patrolled 
all tlie streets with long swords in their 
hands, and who ruthiessly out down any- 
one who was uiihicky enough to give 
them tlie slightest offence, no matter 
who he might he, insiiinucli that no de- 
cent iiersiin dared leave his honsi> and 
walk or ride tbiough the streets. 

Ou .Iniie 1.", at S::!(l a.m., the Boxers 
divided tlu'inselves into two bands of a 
couple of thousand ca<'h. and again at- 
tacked the legations. The foreign troops 
met the Boxers on tlie street and fired 
several vidleys. The next minute llie 
Boxers were retreating healter-skelter, 
the foreign troops chasTng them a sliort 
distance. Then oaine u cry, frightmi- 
ing everybody, that the foreign troops 
were fighting their way out of the city. 
But this was due to the foreigners chas- 
ing the Boxers a short disfiiiKv past the 
legations, and as they did nor go any 
further, the ruiiiiu- subsided soon after- 
wards. In this .si'<'oiid fight the Boxers — 
who had no firearms but wore nnued 
with only swords, three-pronged forks 
and spi'iirs, and who apparently trusted 
iu the!r invulncnibilily against swonl 
and bullet to '.:et into the legations — lo.st 
a large luunber of killed and wounded. 
The narrator himself heard the wounded 
Boxers, ns they were being carried oT 
the field by tJieir rnnirados, complain fo 
the latter: "You told mo wo wereJall iu- 
vulnernble rind could not iiwt hurt by 
either bullet or sword — why<(iR,.it. then, 
that T nni wounded now like' any one 
else?"

'f ien 'Tsin, Aug. 25, via Taku, Aug. 27.

iiig to establish an extensive winter 
base at Tong Ku. 

Lieut. Waldron, of the railed .States 
infantry, received a serious sniping 
while patrolling at Hoshiru (Ilo So 
Woo). The Itussians, (5i>rmnns ami Jap- 
anese are constantly pushing trofips on 
I'ekin. 

Officers wiio have arrived liere from 
I'ekin report that Gen. ChalTee, com- 
manding tlie United States force»; iu 
Cliinn, is making all necessary prepara- 
tions to maintain 15,000 men through the 
winter. Fifteen of the United States 
wounded, including the marines' wounded 
during the siege of the legations, Iiave ar- 
rived here by bout from Pekin. ^Meyers 
(possibly Copt. Aleyors of the United 
States marine corps) is suffering from 
typhoid fevei and .cann9t ibe mov'edi A 
large batch of refugees afo 'due' hero 
to-morrow. The United States siKunl 
corps, co-operating with those of ,the 
British, Las completed the telegrapK lino 
from Pekin to Taku. 

AX'ashington, Aug. 28.— After the cab- 
inet meeting to-day it was announced 
that the government wns in a waiting 
attitude regarding the -Chinceo situ.ntion. 
'Plio lack of late advices from Pekin and 
the failure of the powers to show their 
hands as to the future policy, makes it 
necessary for this government to await 
developments. The administration con- 
siders it bf tht> greatest imiwrtaucc that 
lu the negotiations for the settloincnt of 
the Chin(.6o dilllcultiesi all the powers 
should act in unison and harmoniously, 
and its efforts are licing directed to that 
The powers, however, are slow to 



end. 



declare themselves. Severn! replies have 
beeii_ received to the instructions sent to 
the United States ambassadorsaud minis- 
ters last week, asking them to sound th» 
govovnmeiits to wliich they aro nccrodit- 
e<l, on two propositions. First, the will- 
ingness of the governments to accept the 
suflldenoy of Li Hung Chang's creden- 
tials to treat with the powers for a set- 
tlement, and, second, to ascertain if pos- 
sible what tlie future policy of' each 
power is to be. Regarding the latter in- 
<|iiiry, the replies thus far have dCTclop- 
eil nothing. The powers appear to bo 
watching each other without definite or 
fixed iiurpose as yet ot their own. With' 
regard to tlie first impiiry. Great Brit- 
am and Russia are agreed that Earl Li's 
credentials are sulliciont. Germany, how-' 
ever, takes a firm stand against the snfll- 
ciency of liis credentials, and is the only 
power as yet which lias returned a flat- 
I'ooted dissent. The attitude of the 
1 iiited Staliv is tliat liis cre<lentialR ap- 
pear authentic. 'I'hey were proiuulgatiKl 
by what apiieiired to be a genuine imper- 
ial edict, duly transmitted through the iic- 
credited Chines,, minister, :\Ir. Wu, anil 
the Uiiitcl States is willing to accept 
them at their face value, at least for the 
Iiresent. The administration, from tho 
adviciv the Chinese re<'eive. do not credit 
the rumors that Kussia, Japan and Ger- 
many intend to declare war against 
China. It is willing to nccejit all dis- 
claimerri of ulterior purpose ou the part 
of the iiowws. .lust what would be donc- 
iri case some ot the power.s began war 
for the purpose of territorial aggrandise- 
ment, is not known, and the administra- 
tion is not disposed to cross that bridge 
until it reaches it. But a member of the 
cabinet stated to-day that if any of tho 
European powers entered into such a pro- 
gramme, it probably would be reminded

On the con- 
trary, u inoveiuent Houtlnvanl to clear 
the country and to iiuiure free couuuuui- 
cation with Taku Is apparently in pro- 
gress. The powers us late us August 21 
wore still -unable to agree ap; to how to 
deaj with Pek'in itself, ,Iapane>ii' and Kus- 
sians being at variance a.^ to whether 
the imperial palace shouhl 1h' liiT^trnycd. 
Nor is there any furllu'r news of the al- 
leged detention of Li llaug Chang by the 
aduiiralti. rrobabilities ia<Tease that all 
the inend)ers of the imperial household 
have got safely to the interior. 

A Renter de'spatcli, liated rekin. .\ug- 
HMt 15, sent by post to Slianghai, de- 
scribes scenctj of appalling destitution 
and wanton destruction in Legation 
street. All the houses of tho foreigners 
were riddled with shells, burned or blown 
tip. An attempt was made to mine the 
United States legation. A shaft wa«' 
sunk from the top of the wall 15 feet and 
was continued as a tunnel with a sharp 
slope in tho direction of the legation. Ap- 
parently tho Chinese did not have time 
to linish it. 

Paris, .Vug. 2S.— Aduiiral OourrojofleH, 
the French cominander-ni-cluef in (Uu-

Tjorhood of Tai Yuan Fu, 24 miles noutli- 
■WPSt of Pekin. 

Hongkong, Aug. 28. — Gen. Cote, from 
the island of Formosa (Japanese terri- 
tory), commands the Japanese forces oc- 
cupying Amoy. Large bodies of troop.s 
have boon lauded and Nordenfoldt guns 
linve- boon mounted commanding the city, 
^fany Chinese are leaving. The British 
cruiaer Isis sailed from liero to-day un- 
der tioaled orders. It is thought proba- 
ble slip is going to Amoy. 

'Canton is quiet. Tho large mercliant 
giiildK are feeding tlie poor in order to 
prevent a ilisturliauce. 

Washington, Aug. 28. — Adjutant-flen- 
eral Corbin has received a despatch from 
diaft'ee, saying that he has received no 
detipa tidies from Oorliin since August

allied army attaidccil and entered Pekin. 

Many despatches have been sent by 
Cieu.

There .were a large number, of passtfji 
gers ou the ISmpress of China, which 
arrived ut T7illiani Head yesteriluy 
afteniooii, who were bi-uiij,'ht into con 
■nection with the Boxerw. There were 
sailors and soliJers who had fought 
against them, and the Chinese troops 
and missidnariea who had been attacked 
by" them. Among the men who had 
fought the Chinese was one who bore 
marks of it. lie w*«s Commander 
Beuttie, It. N., who had fought with 
Admiral Seymour's column, and after 
wards assisted in the fighting in and 
about Tien Tsin. lie had little to add 
to the already published accounts in the 
Colonist of the tightiug. Capt. Beatti 
fought at Omdurniau and there won the 
D. S. O. uieilaT L,ieut. C. 11. Sinclair, 
ic' N., was another ulUci-r who w 
with Admiral Seymour to LaiiKl"aiig and 
took part iu that adventurous march. 
Cuiit. A. U. Liuiputi, auother naval pas- 
seiigi'r who is homeward bfund, newly 
promoted lor services rendered at Lady- 
smith and Taku, was from II. M. S. 
Terrible, and he say« many of the (,'Uii- 
uers of that ship went up eagerly with 
the landing forces. They had marked 
OIL the carnages of llieir -i.T guns ••Krum 
Ladvsuiith to I'ekin." Capt. Limpu.-, 
was with Gen. BuUer at l>adyt-inith. lie 
says the stories of Itussian cruelly are 
Quite true, as he knows for a fact uf 
their wanton killing of 200 coolies near 
Tuku. Other naval men who were with 
Admiral Seymour's force, arriving on 
the Ifimpress, were hieut. the Uon. 
Forbes Sempil, K. N., and Lieut. A. E. 
Silvortop, 11. N. Stufl-Surgeon O. W. 
Andrews and Kev. F. Flyun, It. N., of 
H M. S. Tamar, stationed at Hongkong, 
were other paeseugcrs. Mr. and Mrs. 
Holmstrom wore arrivals from Pekin, 
vi8,Tlen Tsin, they having left the Chi- 
nese capital just prior to its being cut off 
from the world. Mr. Holmstrom was 
the agent at the Chinese capital of the 
Yiekers-Maxlm Company, and many 
guns with which the Chinese fought were 
supplied by his company. Mr. H. 
Hunter is a Shanghai banker. Among 
the mlsfilonaries were Rev. Mackenzie 
and wife; P. F. Matzinger; Bev. W. 
M. Swallcn, wife and children; Rev. C. 
W. Swan and wife; and Rev. 0. A.

In some of the schools of Swiiden there 
is 'a process of scientific examination of 
chool children to determine what studicH 
hey are best adapted for, what mount 
of study their physical constitutions will 
stand, what their mental and physical de- 
fects are, how these may be overcome, 
and many odier facte. 

It is found also tlmt the etronger child- 
ri'u arc physically the etronger they are 
mentally. This is proved by the fact that 
the larger, lieavier and more muscular 
(■hildren of >^ 'certain age are in higher 
grades and lilgher marlvs in their studies 
than the -amdllcr aud weaker children uf 
the same age. 

The age of 13 or 14 is found to be the 
time when the strength or weakneea of 
a child generally asserts /tself. It ia 
then that he begins to forgo ahead of 
his fellows or lags behind. 

The scientists claim that tliis ehows 
that this te the time when the chili! 
should be encouraged to pick out certain 
studies that are best adapted to his phy- 
sical and mental conditions. 

Another curious jwint brought out by 
thctio scientific examinations is that the 
eiiergj- and s'trength of pupils vary at 
different hours of the day. 

From nine till half-past ten in the 
morning the faculties of children ar(; 
the keenest, and it is then they are best 
fitted for the hardest studies. Later in 
the afternoon their energy grow.s less. 
Early iu the afternoon it increase.';, but 
takes a sudden fall an hour or two later. 

From thi'i the up-to-date teaelu^rs have 
learned just what part of the day to put 
in the exacting studies. Recesses and 
noon intermission are timed for the per- 
iods of lowest vitality. 

.Tnst when he has the least energ}- 
may seem like highway robbery to a boy. 
But is is well i-alciilted to make him do 
tho least damage in the play ground and 
learn the fastest in school. In other 
word.-i, it iiiH'venls wante of energy. 

The means by whicli these things are 
found out at first seem rather complicat- 
ed when called by their scientific names, 
but are really quite simple. 

The ergograph, for instance, i.s the in- 
strument that tests the nerve force of n 
child. This is merely a little machine 
with a etring and a spring fuHtened to 
a cliild's finger. The pull which the 
finger exerts shows the strength and 
steadiness of the child's physical aud 
nervous system. 

For finding a child's degree oi; vitality 
a spirometer is used. This ie a lung- 
testing device, into which' tho child 
blows through a tube and registers a 
certain uumber of degrees on a scale. 
Simple as this seems, it has proved to bo 
a most accurate test of the vital force. 

Particular attention is paid to child- 
ren's eyes, for it is found that most 
eases of lack of atteutimi to study ai-- 
ises fr(mi the fact that children can not 
see to read their books, or what is writ- 
ten on the blackboard. 

A test is applied to the eyes to find out 
the steadinosi-i of the eyc.'balls and eye- 
lids. So sensitive is the eye that any 
nervous disorder of the child's body is 
easily detected in the movements of thej 
oyes and eyelids. ( 
Even the »;erength of the grip of a boy's, 
or girl's hand is discovered to be a good | 
inde.x of tho iimoiint of study that can, 
be endured. To make this test a dyna-j 
momoter is used. The instrument re-j 
cords the strength in tho child's arm.

Little History About Canada's Initial 
Enterprise in That Line. 
From Canadian Manufaetnrcr. 

Preston oat-clnluis tbo distinction of Iiav- 

iiig the llrst linen factory ever started In 
("aiinila. This was (hiring the (line of the 
American Civil AVar, when the advance In 
cotton made it nil object to inaniifaetnre 
linen, lint when the war cliiscil, the full In 
otton made It linpos.slble to manufacture 
linen with prollt. 

The factory building iiscil Is now n iiart of 
.Mr. I'attlnson's Wooli'ii .Mills. The nmiies, 
.lames Hunt, Ciilvlii Clalliii anil .-Viiilrew 
Klllott. irieaihcrs <if the coinijnuy, iin- well 
known imil repiiectcil in rrcston, altlioiigli 
tlie.v have passed from tin- sphere of iiuman 
action. 

The formation ot the company took place 
In 1804. The principal promoters wore 
Messrs. Andrew Elliott, James Hunt and 
Caivln Claflin, of I»reston, and George 
Stephen, of Montreal, now Lord Mount- 
Stephen. They begun operations In the fall 
of tho same year after the mill was rebuilt, 
after the wooden mill had been dcHtroye<l 
by Are on January 18, 1804. The mill was 
In operatloB three and n half years. The 
machinery was purchased In the United 
Slates ond England. After tho mill c!ose<l 
the machinery wns sold, when It was In nrst 
class running order, at Iohb than half Its 
cost price. Most of the linen machinery 
was sold to parties from the United States. 
The llnseeil oil machinery was taken to 
Montreal nnd sold to .lames Livingstone, of 
Baden, Ont. The capacity of tho oil mill 
as about ten barrels per day. About twen- 
ty-six looms -were In operation and six 
spinning framcH. Two wot aplnidng frames 
were bought at $,''>.';0 each, which were of no 
aud were sold as old iron.

Thus Bry- 
an and the Democracy are standing for 
tlve oligarchy of the Boers and the make- 
believe republic of the I'^ilipiaos, both of 
which sytiteniM .'ire foreign to the princi- 
ples of civilization. That the people ot 
the United States will elect a president, 
who pretends that he will recall their 
troops from the Philippinee, and, if need 
be, send them to South Africa, we do 
not for a moment believe. XTje duty of 
lircat Britain in (South Africa and the 
duty of the United States in the Philii>- 
pincM is the same.

CANADIAN RAILWAYS. 

On June 30, 180'J, Canada had 17,250 
miles of railways in operation. Since 
then a sufficient mileage has been added 
to swell the t(jlal to lu-arly, it not (piite, 
IS, 000 milivj. It m:iy not be generally 
known that there are more railways in 
Canada ia propoction to the population 
than anywhere else in the world. For 
every 1,000,000 people we have over 
3,200 miles of railway; the United States 
conies next with ■2,(^1"> miles, and then 
there iis a long drop to (ierinany, with 
1)03 miles, and the United Kingdom with 
OiM. Our railways represent a capitali- 
zation of nearly a billion dollars, the ex 
act lignres on .lune 30, LSOl), having 
been .'!;9lil,TtK),000. Tlie railways earned 
.'!!U2,243,000, or over (j per cent. Thi.-^ 
is the gross earnings. The number of pas- 
sengers carried on Canadian lines dur 
ing thi- last year, tor wliich statistics an 
available, was nearly •_M),OI)(),0(IO. 'Ha 
total cash subsidies paid by the Domin 
i..n are about $20,000,000, exclusive of 
what was given to the Canadian Pacific. 
It is not po»<sil)le to say exactly the value 
of the assistance given by the Dominiiai 
to the Caniidian I'acilic. The cash sid)- 
.sidy was $2.'),(M)0,U(HI; the land subsidy, 
2.",0(X),000 acres; the completed porlioiin 
of the line tliat were given to the com- 
pany probably cast ■?;50,000,I_HM). This is 
;i great s'lowing for a country like Can- 
ada, but tlic end is not yet. Our vast 
doinaiu can only ho developed through 
the construction of additional railways. 
Indeed, we may he said to be on the eve 
of a perioil of active railway construc- 
tion. t"or it is easy to mention lines, 
which uiuist be very shortly built, aggre- 
gating in liiDgth several thousand miles. 
But 'it will pay to build them, for Can- 
ada is only on the tlireshoJd of itfi pro- 
gresis. So far we have only opeiuMi a lit- 
tle strip of country idong tho interuatiou- 
al boundary. A continental area awaits 
the coming of tho iron horse.

WATER OF P.ARIS. 

Suiiply Running Short, and Outlook Very 

Unpromising. 

Tliere appeait) to be a singular resem 
blame between all water companies— that 
of doing bad work at high prices, writes 
the Paris correspondent of tho London 
Leader. 

We are getting very angry with the 
Paris company, which is already beginn- 
ing to cry "non i>osf!um"' and turn off our 
taps from eleven to six p.m. Wlien tho 
water is on tap it is such a curious look 
ing Hnid that one is very careful to see 
that it i« boiled before using. 

Seven waterletss hours, even in th 
night, cause a great deal of trouble. Liftn 
which nre usually hydraulic in I'aris, r<- 
fuse 111 work. 'Uestauraiits and cafes, 
wbieb, if served by men. have no "elud- 
ing liiiiir" linil I hey i-annot store enough 
wiVri- during the liay for Ihe crowd that 
besieges I hem from eleven to one. 

The liaUers, wliot^e bread depend.s on n 
good suiipl.v of cold water, say that it in 
iioiielest; to do anything with water which 
has been made warm by standing about 
in tubs all the day before. 

A more serious danger is tliiit the fire- 
men already report in some parts of Paris 
only a 21h.'pres.siire on the street braiudi- 
es. This would put any liig tire ipiite 
beyond control. It is true that the 
streets are still well watered and the 
fountains continue to ])lay. But the 
pressure to work a street hos(> is wholl.v 
inniliiinate to a six-story building, and 
for other purjaitJes it is "eau nou potable." 

The next thing will be to use .Seine 
water, and then not only shall we have a 
big typhoiii bill, but a sediment will be 
left in the pipt>ti wliieh will remain 
through the rest of the year. That is 
why one is warned against Paris water. 
Tli.^ water it.self is goo<l. but the Seine 
chokes the pipes. 

This sort of tidng happens every year. 
A month's drought arises, and the com- 
pany throws ■up the sponge for want of 
water to dip to. The -water' Supply of 
Paris is nnder the control of tiie.miinici- 
ii.-il eounrtil with the water company be- 
hind. The water company .is, com-for- 
tnbly off. Originally it was worth fl, 
(MIO.OOO (800.000 shares at 500 francs), 
hat the shares have quarduplcd their 
value since then. 

If the new Niitionali.st Municipal Coun- 
cil is wise, it will do something euerget- 
ieally 11 nil immediately, and later on will 
upset the prices of the monniwl.v. 

Meantime we are "consoled with the 
liromise tliiit in a month's time the com- 
pany will have a new reservoir at Saint 
(Jloiid to bo kept for real cases of need.

Booming 



l^epprt That It Will Be Made 
the Depot of Yukon Public 
Works. 



Nearly all the Goods Arriving 
There Are From Canadian 
Points. 



According to news received by the 
steamer Danube, the depot of the public 
works department in the Yukon Terri- 
tory is to be moved from Dawsou to 
White Howe. The White Horse Trib- 
une of August 18 says: 

"The Tribune is in possession of infor- 
mation to the effect that there is to bo a- 
chauge in tho management of the affairs 
of the Yukon Territory. Tlio change 
ha.s already been decreed, and the new- 
order of things will be in eEEect in a 
very short time. 

" .1. C. Tache, who arrived from Ot- 
tawa last week and went on .to Dawson, 
will return to White Horse in a day or 
two. Part of his mission was to re- 
lieve Administrator Ogilvie of the re- 
sponsibility of all affairs which issue 
from the department of public works, 
and to assume control of them himself, 
lie will make his headquarters where 
they naturally belong, at the central 
point of the territory — White Horse — and 
from this point will radiate all orders 
for public improvement aud develop- 
ment. 

" Fifteen men with teams are now nt 
work making a foundation for large gov- 
ernment buildings, which will be com- 
pleted about October 1. The main 
building will be about 30x32, and in it 
will be tho post office and the offices of 
Mr. Tache, superintendent of public 
works, and Robert Miller, mining 
recorder. Two extensions, each 2Cx50. 
will be used to store supplies, 80 tons of 
whieli are now on the' way here. | 

•~It is also reported that the police 
post at iTngish is to be removed to 
White Hoise, and tbat barracfcS'dapablc 
of accommodating frbm 25 - td 50 mon i 
will be erected close to the government ; 
buildings. In this event a district court 
house will also bo put up. I 

"Work on tho Canadian Developinont 
Company's permanent building has com- 
menced, and a large staff of men will 
be kept liiLsily at work till the structure 
is completed. The new building will 
have a frontage of 50 feet on the water, 
and will extend back to the White Pass 
Yukon tracks, along which if will 
also have a frontage of 150 feet. Half 
of the building will be two stories higli. 
1'wo large offices on the ground floor 
alxint 45xr)0 will be used for traffic and 
mail service departments. 

" New evidences of tho fact that 
Wlute Horse is bound to bo the dis- 
tributing centre of the Tulton are being 
presented every day. Two wholesale 
butcher tirms ari> now iloing a large 
business here. They have shuighter 
houses and stock yards a mile and two 
miles out of ti>wn. whore meat of all 
kinds and in large (inantitii-s is lieing 
prepared every day for home consump- 
tion and shipments. Everything tbat a 
butcher sells can be liad in this market. 

"The enterprising lirm of K. P. Shaw 
Co. liave about head of catth- in 
tludr yariis. 350 slieep and 50 hogs. 
New live stock arrives every week, iind 
in addition to this all the shipments of 
live stock for D;iwsnn are laid over hen' 
for a few d.ays' rest. At Shaw's slangli- 
ter house 2.'') <'altl(> a week on au aver- 
a^re an- killed. .'10 slieep and Id iiogs. 
Part of this is shii)|ied to .\tlin. to 
Cariboo and other surrounding points, 
and some even goes to Bennett, Then 
the home consumption amounts to con- 
sideral)le. 

"One tliiiiL' niiliceiililc" about the 
drummers eonung and going is tliat tlie 
representativevs of American houses are 
becoming scarcer and scarcer every day. 
The Canadian concerns were a liitle 
slow to move at first, but wh(>n they did 
gel in motioi\ it was fatal to their com- 
petitors of tlie oilier side of the lioiliiil- 
nry Hue. 'I'iie amount of dutiable goods 
passing on nowadays does not amount 
to 1. percentage large enough to be seri- 
ously considered."

anxious to kill the foreigners, and con- 
firmed Prince Tuan'e words that they 
were invulnenible, and he .urged; that 
they should be employed in the proposed 
war o£ eNtgrwiP!U»9!l advocated by 
Ptmce Tuan. With the rotuni Qt 
Kuug yi to Pekin there was^ a ohange. 
amouK^t the Boxers and Tung Fuh- 
siaug's troops at once. They became 
bolder and more active to doing mis- 
chief. , ,, 

Next day tlio Empress Bummoncd an 
the Mancliu princes, dukes, nobles and 
high (Ohiueso and Maiiehu) oUlciala o£ 
the Six Hoards and Nine Ministers to 
l)o present at a Kraiid council to bo hold 
at oucc in the palace. Tlie suspicious 
part o£ this was that, when all had 
gathered at the palace, those who were 
Manchus worn tirst called by the 
KmproKs Dowager to a secret audience, 
while all of Chinese ilescfiit wore loft 
in the waiting room. After the Man- 
chus had ended their secret council and 
had come hack to the waiting room, 
tlicv were aK'ain called back, this time 
witii those of ChinesL' descent, iiito^tlie 
I'hniiress Dowaj-'er's eomicil room. Wliea 
all had prostrated themselves before the 
Empress Dowager and Kmperor, tliey 
waited for her to speak lir.-t. 

She said: '"I'lie forei^-u powers Iiave 
brow-beaten and persecuted us in t;ucli a 
manner tliat we cannot endure this any 
lonfler. We mtist ihoiofor;- eouibine to 
fisht all foreigners to the last, to save 
our 'face' in the e>cs of tlie world. All 
our Manclui prinws. dukes, nobles and 
ministers, high and low, are unanmious 
in tliis determination for w;ir to tile 
knife, nnd I approve of their patriotic 
choice. I tliereCore give you all this 
nnnouncenient, and expect nil to do their 
dutv to their countrj-." . 

Upon this Hsu Chintr-elienf: (Chinet^o), 
ex-Miuister to Itussia, president of the 
:»rnnchurian railway, etc.. knelt fcirward 
before the Empress Po\va^-er and 
begged her to reconsider her decision, 
as there were many things to be con- 
sidered before such a feat as fighting 
all the foreign powers could iioesibli be 
thought of. , . , . 

Hereupon Knng Yi sharply interrupt- 
ed: "You are mistaken. This will not 
bo like our former wars with foreign 
countries. We have now tlie Boxers 
with ns. They are invulnerable to 
bullet or sword, and we will simply walk 
over the enemy tliis time!" 

Finally Na Tung came forward and 
pleaded witli Iiis Cliinese eotleaguea. 
This put Ills Mancliu lirethreii to a 
boiling heat of anger, cries of "Degen- 
ernto blood." "Clhinese traitor" and like 
compliments being audibly heard over 
the JIanchn side of the crowded .aiidi- 
torinm, but, nothing daunted, Na Tnng 
went on to say: "Your Majesty, if we 
must fi.cht, pr.iy do not let it be inside 
the city of Pekin, bnt outside, near the 
coast if possihde. Tlie misery here will 
be incalcnhible if Y'our Majesty orders 
the troops out to attack the legations 
nnd aid the Boxers. Affairs will then 
be beyond recall. T am advocating for 
the greatest good of all of us. and not 
from any private motivoti of my own, as 
seems to be the idea." Having said 
this, he looked towards the place wheVe 
his Manclin brethren were, and then kept 
silent. Tlie Empress Dowager glared 
at Na Tung all the time he was speak- 
ing, and when he had stopped looked at 
Kang Yi. as it she expected a reply to 
Na Tung's words from tlie former's lips. 
Thereuixm Kang YI came forward and 
s;iiil: "Tf. as they say Cmeaning the 
Oliiiiese partyl. the war ought to be ear- 
rieil outside tlio capit.al, I would sup- 
^■est that Your Majesty appoint FIsii 
Ching-elienK to proceed out of Pekin 
and try to stop the foreign relief forces 
half-way. as he is well acqnaintc'd with 
international intercourse, and a persona 
grata amongst foreignci-s." 

This was to sliow that he (Kang Y'i) 
was angry iit IT«u Cliing-clieng for being 
tlii» first to opjiose the JIanehu policy, 
and apparently lioped that lie would be 
killed some way wliile travelling throtigh 
the distnriied region outside of I'ekiu., 

"Oh. yes." went on tin? Empress 
Dowager. " that is very true, nnd I also 
ordi'r Na Tung to go with Ilsn Chiiig- 
clieng on this mission." 

Remonstrance was of no avail, and 
the two high comraisfiioners had to go 
that same afternoon. 

At Fanglai the corami.sfiioners were ar- 
related by Boxer« and taken to a temple 
of the God of War. The Boxers cried 
tliat tile commissioners he disemlwwelled 
on the altnr. They protested tliat they 
were on the govcrnmont'K mission and 
nsked that the Boern send word to 
Pekin and prove this. Tlie Boxers said 
they could prove it by an oracle. The 
oracle's decision was in favor of the 
commissioners, and they were released, 
bnt instead of being allowed to advance, 
were etmt back to Pekin. 

Word WHS received at Pekin about this 
time of fighting at Tien Tsin, and of the 
advance of foreign trooi*;. That night 
there was a huge commotion anil rioting, 
mostly in the eastern and western great 
thoroughfares, after whicli a great fusil- 
ado of rifle firing succeeded. This was 
due to those placed being near the Aus- 
trian legation, the inmates of which, 
hearing a great commotion 'amon get the 
Boxers in the great ithoroughfart*, and 
treeing them approach doee to the lega- 
tion, began to shoot them. The Boxers 
returned the fire, the mutual fighting last- 
ing to die third watch (11:30 p.m.), when 



both sides ceased. I may say that my 

house is only about CO yards from tho 
.•Vustrian legation. ; 

Next morning there were several dead 
bodies Ijnng near the Auetriau legntinn, 
tho result of last night's rille fusiiade. 

To-day the fire and smoke rising, from 
buildings set on lire in tlie great "fetrect 
leading from the Wu-nieii isouLh gate 
of the palace) was awful. So dense 
'was the smoke that throughout the day 
there was a. pall over the cajiital, juaking 
tho Sim. a pale yellow. It se<'nis that tb^^ 
Boxers bad set fire to the old estab'"!^)!!, 
ed Lao Te-t'ang drug sluip, and ^(^^.j.,. 
being at the time a strong '-^.uth^-c^t 
wind blowing, the coullag-„,(^j.jj j^.^^j 
spread eastward as far Chien- 
men (gate); westwaruH. ,^ eonsnmed X\w 
whole of the coal miirke',,; and south- 
wards to the bank.1 oL the canal, leaped; 
over thC' oatial dow'A tlie great gate di- 
viding the two Hqpao fitreets as far iiw 
the Drum tower outside the Chien-nvii 
(gate). No IcKs than several hundred 
large stores were destroyed in this con. 
llagration. Singe the burning of Jewel- 
lers' street (Chu-poashih), and the silver 
melters' establishiuont, business has fall- 
en considerably, causing even the Sze- 
heug bank to shut its doors. (This bank 
ie the principle estaihiifihwent I'f its kind 
ill Pekin.) Since the iightltJK of the 
night of the 14th iust., when tho Boxers 
got three of their number killed by the 
ininate.s of the Austrian legation, the 
Boxer.s have kept at a res|>octal)k' dis- 
taiieo from tlie vielnity of the legations, 
ami (luring the past two nights there 
have lu'en na eomniDtions near my houKe. 
Tlio Boxers hay that the reason some of 
their number got killed was due to tlieir 
not having succeeded in learning the 
wliole of Boxer enchantments and tliat 
tluxse in Pekin will have to wait until the 
veteran Boxers arrive, when another at- 
tack will be made against the legations. 
But we have' dail)- conHagrations jn.st 
now. in which either some church or 
house of a convert has been made the vic- 
tim. 

10th June.— At noou to-day as the 
German minister and his interpreter were 
riding in nediui cliairs to get to tho Tsimg 
iyi Vaiiu'ii and had got juMt north of the 
Tai-jiai-lou (single memorial arch), sud- 
denly there wan iieard a shot in the sedan 
chair of the minister, due to the revidver 
whicli he curried as iiersonal protection 
g<iing off accidentally. The soldiers on 
guard at the Belgian legation suspecting 
that the sliot hail lu'eii liri'd by our gov- 
ernment troops, the foreign soldiers ini- 
niodiatoly opened their gativ ami began 
tiring on piissers-hy. The Belgian lega- 
tion is jnst next the Te llsiiig-t'aiig 
house. Thereupon our government trooi>s 
returned tlie lire. During the iiiutiial 
fnsilade those in the seilaii cliairs were 
hit, the Cermaii minister fatally. This 
was tlie boginning of actual liostilities. 
'J'lie government feeling, tliat, under the 
circ-iimstaiices, the matter had got be- 
yond recall, accordingly decided, tor the 
iiitit time, to order out tho Kantsu corps 
to attack the various legations. 

.luiie 20 — At 4 p. m. to-day the Ivansu 
troops began firing on the Austrian lega- 
tion from the Prince's palace, Great 
street (Wun-fu Ta-chilT), north of the 
Gliangau momoriul arcli. The noise of 
the mutual firing from rilles and guns 
was deafening, while the bullets con- 
stantly fell all around like rain-drops. 
The firing lasted all night. 

June 21-— This morning t!io firing com- 
menced agjiin with terrific earnestness. 
I perceived several Kausu soldiers on 
toi) of our western neighbor's house, fir- 
ing into the Austrian legation. As I 
feared that the foreign trouiis might jle- 
tect their fire on this house also and 
make it dangerous for us, I at once took 
niy family— wife, younger sister and a 
little son and daughter— and ded with 
thLMii into Chiao-miiig street (also near 
Legation street), for safety. At about 
1:S0 p.m. the Austrian legation was 
captured by the Kansn tioo|)S, and at 
about ~) ji. 111. they began setting ou fire 
tho buildings near by. The tire was 
Just south of my house, distant about 
I'll) yards, and separated only by a 
street— the Cliaiig-aii street. a"s nfght 
fell the buildings just cast of the Ads- 
trian legation— namely, the Imperiul Chi- 
nese Bank and the Dollar .Mint— got on 
lire, si>rcading everywhere and illumin- 
ating tlie heavens all night. None of 
as dared to sleep tliis night. 

June 22 — As morning broke we could 
see that the conllagration was spreading 
east to west and burning more fiercely 
than ('ver, and it seemed that the large 
Uailway school between the Austrian 
legation juid the Imperial Chinese Bank 
had also been destroyed. At a. in. to- 
day, just as we were at breakfast, we 
suddenly heard the noise of breaking 
into our western neighbors' houset>, fol- 
lowed by rifle shots and then by shouts 
and cries of men, women and children. 
At this moment our sen-ant came rush- 
ing into the room we were in, with palo 
face and excited manner, and said that 
government troops had begun .to plunder 
the neighboring houses. Shortly after- 
wards the soldiers came rushing into our 
house also. Some had come tiUrough 
from our western neighbors' house, 
while others broke in by the front goto. 
1 and my cousin with my little son and 
with my seal of office in hand, met the 
soldiers outside our guest hall and told, 
them that this was the residence of a 
metropolitan oflicial. No one replied, 
but they began dragging out the whole 
contents of our residence into tho coui-t 
yard. They looted our place, then left. 
Other parties of soldiers came and looted 
tlie remnants. Eight parties came in nil. 
All our clothes had been taken, and 
even the bank-notes I had secreted on 
my person were taken by a man who 
searched mc. When we had been 
cleaned out, the soldiers began knock-

jimotion I escaped to my land- 
Iionse for temporary safety. The 
[f' -cs and shouts liail now become nion; 
iUrious and the fnsilade more fierce. 
Mr. Ma's house was now surrounded 
by a large crowd of soldiers, and shrieks 
for help sounded far and near. A bullet 
penetrated a window of tiie room we :iU 
were in, and we looked at one aiiotlier 
with pale and scared faces. At this 
moment Mr. Ma's house was set lire ti) 
and began to burn fiercely; soldiers wen- 
thick in front, rear, right and left of our 
street, ail intent on pillage; I dared not 
leave our place, as already three corpses 
were lying about at the front door. I 
saw a dead body lying just outside of 
my landlord's outer guest hall, and ou 
examination found it to be that of the 
tiou and heir of the Wan family, lying 
at the east side of this house. .After a 
while the sounds of pillage gradually 
died out in our vitiiiity, and, taking ad- 
vantage of tho hill, my cousin and l 
trieU to oacape to the Grand Secretary 
Sun Chia-nai's house (now retired). Wo 
bad gone but a few steps from our 
bouse, When we were suddenly stopin-d 
bv some soldiere, who presented their 
rifles and threatened to shoot us. By 
this time all the front gates of houses 
in tlie neighborhood were standing wide 
oiien, and we speedily sought refuge in 
one of these. Hero we stayed a while, 
and seeing lio luie iu the neighborhood, 
we again ventured to start. ..Vgain 
were we prevented in tHe same maiiufr, 
after going forward a few steps, and 
again did we seek safety iu a house Uear 
by. This last house belonged to a. Li 
family, and was only Tive doors away 
from our own. We found the father of 
the Li's ami his sans weeping bitterly, 
who informed us that of nearly 150,000 
taels' worth nf money, jewellery, antique 
curios, etc., they had been plundered of 
everything. .Vs we two were debating 
what to do next, the wind suddenly 
changed, and tlie fire Kprending east- 
wards tlireateuijd the house of the Li's. 
The inmates were in a dilemma. Troops 
outside prevented escape, while "the con- 
llagration was getting closer and closer, 
.^t this moment there arose the cry tliat 
a I'orei- of government cavalry under its 
colonel was ciunhig from tlie westward, 
and this decided us to boll back to our 
house at the east of the street. Shouts 
and cries came louder and with them 
the suniiil of a large body of cavalry 
approaching. It appeared tlial the Kov- 
eriinieiit trooiis luul jnst then heard of 
the pillaging, incendiarism and rioting of 
tile Kaiisu troops, and had now come id 
restore order. I therefore took advan- 
tage of this to make my way to (iranil 
Secretary Sun's house. His lionse had 
bei-n pillaged during the niglit also, and 
had been treated worst of all. 1 founil 
his siai with only his underclothes on. 
lie even had been slripiied of every tliini; 
b.v the riotous sohfiers. They had 
tiireateiied His lOxcellency with their 
rifles while demanding money, i-tc., and 
had taken everything — even to furniture 
and the couple of carts and mules ITls 
Excellency ke|)t for travelling about. 
These last were used iiy the soldiers to 
carry away their iiliiiider. Orders were 
afterwards issiieil from the lieadciiiar- 
ters of tlie giiveninient troops tliiil any- 
one found looting would be summarily 
.decapitated and his head hung at the 
scene of looting, and in a' few ininntes 
a few cavalry soldiers appeared with 
some heads, which they bung up at tho 
gativ of His Excellency's house as a 
warning to all. This liad a goixl effect, 
for imnie<liat(>ly the looting soldiers be- 
gan to disapiicar. T']ioii this I deter- 
mined to return home again, and retiirii- 
iiig on foot I liehclil nuiiiliers of corpses 
strewing the streets, and. getting to my 
house, learned that all our neighbors hail 
lost some of their number by the bullets 
of tho plundering soldiers. 

As for these riots and looting, It was 
entirely unexpected by everyone here, 
for although we knew that robbing and 
outrages were frequent both inside and 
outside Pekin, our quarter being sur- 
rounded by a cordon of govemmont 
troops, we thought ourselvcri iierfectly 
safe from trouble, and so no one Jbiul 
sought safety in flight and removal tisc- 
wliere. Hence this calamity came down 
like a thunderstorm In a clear sl-y. Oii 
the contrary, many families liad s.,,i-ht 
safety by moving into out (luarlcr. 
%yhat was our astonishment, then, that 
the trouble should have actually siiniiig 
from regular troops, who Indeed proved 
to be more savage and more insatiable 
than even the local outlaws and ruffians. 
I hear also that the residence of the 
Grand Secretarj- Hsu Tung and the 
palace of Prince Su were also plundered, 
and that, after being looted clean, they 
were set fire to. The troops .seemed to 
fear nothing. The troops wlio com- 
menced the pillaging were the Kansu 
men of Tung Fu-hsiang. Then troops 
belonging to Jung Lu's own personal 
command (tlie Middle Corjis of the "Wn- 
wei Army," Grand .\rmy of the North) 
came on the scene to restore ordi-r anil 
preserve the peace: liut instead of doing 
this, they actually joined the Kansu 
men in getting loot! Eventually it was 
found that Jung Lu's own nrniy were 
the greatest sinners in this respec"t. 

June 28— Early tliifl morning Jung Lit 
arrived in person at Grand Secretary 
Sun's residence to investigate tlie matter 
Of the recent outrages and pillage. Tak- 
ing advantage of this, I followed Jnng 




Lu's cavalcade to try and got to Ma 
Kuug-cheu's house, east of thjs street. 
At night we began to see Taichi-chaug 
and the houses- uear Legation street ou 
lire. 1 uiounted tiie top of Ma Kuug- 
cheu's house anil had a good view of 
tho conflagration, the liami-s spreading 
along and looking like a long fire dragou. 

.luiie 2-1 — Cominencing from to-day, 
the sound of rillo firing has never ceased, 
springing ii)) on all sides, that in the 
direction of the bridge over the Imperial 
canal (Yuho-chiao) being the most 
severe. Behind the Haiiliu ucailoniy is 
the British legation, and this has been 
the iilace of concentration of all the 
foreign troops the.-e. Whcu the fighting 
between troops and Boxers against thi; 
I'oreiga trooiis first begun, a largo num- 
iier of native Christians made n sortie 
from tile legation, with the object of 
cseapiii(f. They were all. utm^i\ with 
rilles and weapoBs, and strncb at Wliom- 
siievcr opposed them. filuiiy' of the 
regular troop.3 nnd Boxers then chased 
the Christians, and went about hunting 
for them, so that no one could venture 
nil tlie streets. No piercy wasishown to 
the Christians, and wherever found they 
were at once killed. Some of the 
houses searched were also set fire to 
afterwards, and the Christians taken out 
k-d to tho Lamplight market, whore thev 
were burned to cinders.

" (e) .Vs the government only issues 
camp kettles, axes and tin iiails, tint 
olUcers commanding companies will ar- 
range for extra messing, and detail 
cooks for their respective companies, and 
will se(? that all additional cooking uten- 
sils roiiuirod are furnished. These ar- 
ticles must be delivered not later than 
12 o'clock noon on Saturday, at- the 
Drill hall, when transport to Macaulay 
Point will bo funiishcd. 

"Officers commanding companies are 
authorized to grant leave of absence 
until a. in. on Sunday, the 2nd Sep- 
tember, in urgent cases; hut attend- 
ance at the cami) from that hour until 
camp breaks up is compulsory upon all 
ranks, and any member of the regiment 
failing to attend will be dealt with under 
the Militia Act. 

The period spent In camp will form 
two days of the iinnual training.

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Ityerson, the Cauadlau \i 
Commissioner, who has Just returned from 
South Africa, gives some very Interesting 
Items on his experiences la an Interview 
publlslied in the .Montreal Slur. 

The ductur's description of ilie hospital 
work at Itloemfontelu, where he was Brit- 
Red Cross Commissioner with Lord 
Robert's headquarters Is extremely Inter- 
tlag. Koiuetlmoa th..'re wore Ci.OOL) ski; 
there at one time. There were deaths 
hi oue day. Altogether there were 
1.!K.I0 deaths In six Weeks. Most of the fat- 
uities were from wottnds, dyseutry or en- 
teric fever. Both the hospital and the In- 
teriueuts wore very mournful spectacles, 
iberc were scarcely any cofflas to be hud, 
wouil lieliig so scarce, and the dead wi^re 
geaoralty burled lu treuch>.^ The doctors 
' d all they could to relieve the suffering, 
I d the R,.d Cross Depot ut Rlocmfouteln 
was tbe largest In South Africa. 

I'-'Ighleou Cauadlaua were amongst the 
dead at liloeiufontel.i. Bverythlug that 
was possible was done for their relief, and 
10 Canadians were so well looked after 
(hut ollior sufferers frequently eipressed 
tbo KUh that they wore Canadians. The 
■Inc pal ranseH for hifectluu at liloem- 
foi.teln, aeeonllng to Dr. Ityersoa, were 
t le atrinos, the swarms of black flies and 
the bad water, the lioors having damaged 
the maciilnery of the water works 

Uuring the muatb „f June Dr. Uverson 
was at KroDusladt. He made three' Inef. 
rectual attempts t„ reach Pretoria, but was 
finally forced to desist, as his agreement 
« 1th the Red Cro.ss Society terminated ou 
July 1st. He was on Kitchener's train when 
the Boers attempted to cniiture It. They 
might easily hove done so, but mistook it 
for another. Those on board the train saw 
the Boers at the statlou, but they did not 
believe It was possible that Kitchener was 
travelling in a third class ear and let It 
pass. TUey fired on the next train, shelling 
It lu two or three places. Dr. llyerson was 
at Hoenig Spruit when the Boers did up the 
Dorbys, who had no sentries out, and de- 
stroyed 2,340 mall bags. Kroonstndt Is the 
summer resort of the Johannesburg people, 
and the large hotels th«re were turned Into 
hospitals. 

Questioned as to what, foundation existed 
for the charges of liosidtal inefficiency and 
neglect, the doctor declared that these nc- 
('ii.satloiis were suhstantlally Incorrect.

The annual meeting of tlie Victoria 
branch of the Bridsh Columbia S. P. C. 
A. was held last evening in the city hall, 
with Mayor Hnyward in the charr. The 

Mayor opened the iiroceediiigs with a 
fe\y well cliot^eu renin rkti, :ui(l called upon 
the ac'tinj; nccretar.v, F. H. Kitto, to read 
the following report: 

The committee, hi presciillii); their annua' 
report feel very thankful tlmt the wori 
tliey are (loluK coiiiiiiauds the sympathy of 
the public. Although It Is thorouKhly un- 
derstood that every case of cruelty brought 
Bnder Its notice will bo taken up by the 
society, yet the more important work will 
be done by persuasion and educa- 
tion; we aim at preventing rather 
than punishing. The man who sees that he 
best serves bis own Interests by being kind 
to the animals under bis care Is at the same 
time learning to be considerate to his fel- 
low creatnres. 

An Important change has been made In 
the constitution of the society, by which 
the hranches are affiliated, and the work of 
the province Is governed by a centnil or- 
ganization, compoBo<l of deloKates from the 
branches, being the snnie In plan as that 
of the friendly soelctles. Ry this menus 
It Is considered the Interests of the Institu- 
tion may be more cxtenRlvcIy felt, iind 
branches ma.v be opened In all pnrts of the 
province without delay. 

The drafting of such a constitution has re- 
qnlre<l much care, and many meetings hava 
been held here and on the Mainland. 

The committee feel this afflllntlon will 
BtrenRthen the hnnds of the Boclety throuKh- 
out the province, without Interfering with 
the work of the Victoria branch. 

Jinny requests have come from dlfTerent 
cities of the province asking that brnnches 
should bo formed, and It Is linpe<l In tlie Im- 
mediate future nn agent will be appointed 
by the provlndnl society to start brani'li(<n 
In nossland, Nelson, Atlln, Nanalmo, Al- 
bernl, and generally to represent the society 
thTonghout the province. 

We are glnd to snj- thnt the government, 
recognizing the urgency of this work, have 
donated the sum </f |>500 to osslst In carry- 
ing it out. It will be understood that this 
money Is not to benefit Victoria or any es- 
tablished branch, but Is intended to old the 
provincial society In dealing with the gross 
crnelty which exists hi many parts of the 
province. 

The erlmlnnl' code Is considerably restrlet- 
Inir our powers. The committee liopo to 
draft amendments which. If accepted by 
the Dominion government will give matcrirt! 
strength In the matter of prosecutions. 

The knowledge that the ofncers of the 
Boclety are vigilant Is bavind a good effect. 
Hack and transfer horses, which have to 
Ik- nn the streets are more coiislilerately 
c.'irrMl for. 

Hut we are ,«orry to sny that more aggrn- 
vate<! cases of the grosfiest crnelty have 
been bronght to light than In fnrmpr yo.irs. 

When people In good condition will de- 
born cattle, and send them untondml on to 
the pasture to he tormented by Hies and 
mos(iultn<>.><; will nejirly out through a 
horse's tongue with a ligature which Is left 
on for several months; will jilnce wires 
through the nostrils and over the horns of 
rows, and leave them there for- months to- 
gelher, and will allow horses to be Worked 
with greats sores on each shotilder, it 1 
evident the society has a great deal of work 
stil! before It. • 

Althougli the cases mentioned have been 
Investigated at considerable time and 
trouble, and many long -Jonrneys have been 
taken by the prcsirtent' nnd veterinary sur- 
geon, owing to legal dlfncnltles. In none but 
the Inst could a prosecution be conducte<l. 
This case was so bad that the conviction In 
the police court carried fines to the amount 
of ?3".00. 

To these nnd similar en.ses idiotogrnplis 
have nnd will be taken, to enable the char- 
ges to be more easily proved, ■

We are pleased to remark that the city 
makes a grant of per year. This 's 
In lieu of a moiety of the court fines, to 
which we are entitled, but that It inlRht 
not seem that we pro.KHMite for the sake of 
getting lines, we bave arranged that iho 
city shall take them and make us this 
yearly subscription Instead. 

More support ought to be given to the so-

The scheme Is In the hands of the teachers, 
but more time has been asked, which re- 
ipiest hag been gladly acceded to. la Ens- 
land and In the Bastern provinces this work 
Is carried on by addressing the children m 
the public schools, but as this does not ap- 
pear to bo possible here, the work must be 
carried on In some other suitable places; 
for the society cannot by any means cease 
to endeavor to enlist the younger membei-s 
of the community In this work. It la cer- 
tain that If habits of kindness and a 
real Interest In animal llfc^ are actpilred lii 
youth they will not be forgotten In after 
life.
